WHILE metal and 
mining shares boom 
on the Attstraliaji stock 
market, another smaHerr 
but no less spectacular 
boom is taking place in 
the gentle art of mineral 
fossicking. 

Morr than 137 lapidary 
clubs have sprung up in 
Australia over ihc past few 
years. According to advertis- 
ing executive Frank IIall x of 
Neutral Bay, N.S.W., thr 
number of people taking up 
this peaceful hobby is "quite 
amaaunff " 

Membership (claimed by 
entire families in some 
clubs) demands nothing of 
its members except their 
wiUingncsLs to venture nut 
into the countryside to ex- 
plore the earth - — creek- 
beds and mountainsides alike 
— for unusual metals, 
minerals, and gemstones, 

"When I think of the years 
I spent as. a bush walker and 
the way I used to just kick 
away stones as I climbed 
and walked 1" exclaimed Mr, 
Hall. 

Now a confirmed gem- 
hunting addict, Mr. Hall 
says if 5 impossible for him 
to wait through the bush 
without having his eyes 
glued to the ground "'just 
in case" he comes across 
something interesting. 

"It gives one a tremen- 



dous thrill lo handle a 
beautiful stone or mineral 
which mav have been in 
the ground for mil lions of 
years," he said.

Lapkfary Club, Mr. Hall it 
busy planning last-minute 
arrangements for a "Genv 
boree" to be held at Gunda- 
gai on the Easter weekend. 

More I hail 1000 people are 
expected to attend, staying 
in" camps and caravans.

Prizes awarded 

Exhibitions will be held of 
the mineral specimens and 
gem atones collected on the 
field - day trips as" well as 
members 1 own collections. 

Prizes of up to $1000 will 
be distributed for the best 
collections and best "finds." 

Explaining the recent 
growth of lapidary in Aus- 
tralia, Mr. Hall said. "The 
joy of exploration and dis- 
covery is one of the few un- 
spoiled ventures left to man. 

'*It*s such a wonderful 
country out there, outside 
the towns and cities. It is so 
rich in stones and metals 
you never know what you 
arc going to come up with."

In his joh in Sydney, Kcn/ou designs mainly show- 
rooms, although he is intensely interested in cluing a 
westernHiriental-mkrure design for private homes. 

"Homes in Japan are so traditional that it is very rare

"Restaurants and coffee shops are different There the 
coffee shops are very large and both they and th* res- 
taurants completely change their interiors each three years. 

"Sinre I have been here I have learnt so many things 
about western design and how it can be blended with Ihe 
oriental style. One thing was strange at first, and that 
was that designers here plan a room but buy the furniture 
to go in it. 

"1 prefer nm only to pUn the room but also to design 
its furniture. In this way, I think, you get a much more 
individual interior."

• One of the most widely publicised relationships in operatic history was the 
nendship between Dame Nellie AAelba and Beverley Nichols. It began in the 
1920s when Nichols, fresh from Oxford, came to London to seek his fortune. 
He was then a penniless reporter of 22; Melba was already in her 60s. But she 
wos still the Queen of Song, and a figure of glittering importance in the 
spheres of music and society. He begins by telling the story of their meeting , . ,

Thai was how it all began, 
1 got my Interview," 
which, needless to say, I 
wrote myself, for she had 
never even heard of the 
Thorn pson-By waters case. 

It was the first of many 
piece* that J was to write fur 
her. The last of them was 
her hill -length "autobiog- 
raphy/' which was later pub- 
lished under the title of 
"Melodies and Memories,* 1 
by Nellie Melba. 

This has former! the basis 
of everything thai has been 
writlcn about her 3ince her 
death, but I doubt whether 
she ever read it, let alone 
wrote it, in its entirely. 



The "interview" was not 
the only outcome of that 
meeting, for as we .said 
goodbye she said impetu- 
ously, "You must come to 
my Christmas parly!" 

It was the first ".strand" 
parly I ever attended. She 
was jusi moving into a large 
and very beautiful house in 
Adam Street. It had lieen 
built by ih* Adam brothers 
and she had decorated it 
with perfect taste. 

In the early clays, Melba 
had atrocious taste, which is 
to say that she had Ed war- 
diaa Australian tasle. Then 
she met a dilettante French 
nobleman called Count 
Roni dc Ca.stcllanc, who took 
her education in hand- 
She was an apt pupil 
and the results were io be 
aeeu in Adam Street, widi its 
walla of pale egg*hcll-hlur„ 
its VVaterford chandelier*, its 
superb examples of Queen 
Anne lacquer, and even such 
details as the necks of gold- 
Icai on the exquisite stair- 
case. 

This staircase was the 
highs [ah of the evening on 
ihe night of the party, and it 
marked the scene of the 
moment when our friendship 
became a reality. 

She was standing at the 
top of h when, shortly after 
midnight, f wenl to say 
goodbye, 

I ran see her still, in a 
SearleS drr,«, glittering wilh 
diamonds, head erect, a smile 
of triumph on her lips. 

With sudden daring I said 
in her, "Madame Melba, will 
you please sing me a scale ? :| 

'"Why a scale, young 
man! 1 '" 

"Because when you sing a 
scale it is more beautiful 
than any song." 

She gave me an affec- 
tionate smile- She was not 
immune to flnttery, hut she 
knew, 1 think, dial 1 was not 
trying to Ha iter her; I was 
telling the truth. 

"Run down to die bottom 
of the stairs," she said. 

So f ran down, and 
waited, and it was the signal 



for all the guests who had 
not yet departed to turn 
toward her. 

Then she ihrew open her 
arms and came slowly down 
the staircase, sinking as she 
walked. She began on low C 
and ended on tnp C with a 
pianissimo trill. It was an 
interlude of unforgettable 
beauty and, maybe, the most 
emotional moment in tnv 
life,

J- HERE was nothing 
lhat I could say to thank 
her. I kissed her hand, took 
my coat, and walked home 
through the rain. 

Volumes have been 
written about M*Lba*s 
voice + but no aulhot f 
perhaps, has described it 
so vividly as Severity 
Nichols. Not only did 
he describe the voice but 
he was instrumental in 
having it scientifically 
recorded, as he feffj in 
the following narrutwc, 
which is, in itself \ a fas- 
cinating piece af per» 
\onal autobiography, 
Melba's voice was unique. 
No sound of a similar 
quality, whhin the "syllables 
of recorded tinte" has, lo 
our knowledge, ever echoed 
tit rough i he world. 

This is not merely one 
man i opinion; it is a -,tai la- 
ment thai can be given jci en- 
lj tic proof „ as f shall show in 
a moment. 

Meanwhile, here is a 
story which will itJoslratc the 
quality of this in comparable 
sound more vividly than any 
scientific treatise. 

When I was a small boy 
I ached for music, Buc music 
in those days, even a litde 
music, demanded money 1 , and 
any spare mnney io our fam* 
Uy went down my father's 
throat at the rate nf a 
bottle of whisky a day. 
There was nothing left to 
pay for music lessons or to 
buy a decent piano. As for 
going to a concert, the very 
idea was ludicrous. 

Then, one summer day —

the year, 1 fancy, was 1912 
— the streets of our seaside 
town began 16 blossom out 
into posters bearing the name 
Melba. 

Why my heart should Jtave 
leapt when 1 read it, I can- 
not imagine; I scarcely knew 
the meaning of the word 
soprano; the only singing 
with which I WW familiar 
was in church, where I was 
the leading chorister. 

Maybe there was some- 
thing puychic about it, maybe 
the word held a ghostly echo 
of the future. AH 1 knew u 
lhat as soon as 1 iaw the 
name Melba I vowed thai I 
would hear her. 

But how? There was, of 
course, no question of buy* 
ing a licket. I had no pocket- 
money, and no rich friends. 
In desperation I wenl round 
to the concert hall to ask 
il I might be allowed to sell 
programs. The hall was shut. 

But then, as I slood there 
disconsolate, I noticed that 
there was a gap in the rail- 
ings, and that behind this 
gap diere was a lire-escape. 
If f could climb up the 
ladder, I might be able to 
crawl along behind the balu- 
strade which ran all round 
the building and find an 
open window.

Memories of MELBA

My knowledge of sonic* is 
nil, and there may be other 
claimants to the invention ol 
this device, or something like 
iL Hdwcvct, the professor \i 
was the first to hie the head- 
lines when he was requested 
by the Home Office to 
photograph the sound of the 
traffic swirling round the 
cenotaph in Whitehall. 

It was then that I had the 
idea of getting him to photo- 
graph Melba's voice. He was 
eager to do so; when I jug- 
gested it to her she was 
equally delighted. 

She did not like the 
thought of growing old — 
who does? — but she liked 
even less the thought of 
growing old-fashioned. To be 
the first great singer to have 
her voice recorded scico-- 
tificaily would obviously be 
first-class publicity. 

So the professor came 
along to Adam Street, armed 
with a great deal of cumber- 



three notes and of the trill 
itself are now in the library 
of the BBC in London, and 
anybody who examines them 
will, 1 fancy, agree that they 
scientifically .establish the 
claim that Melba's voice was 
"unique/' 

For if they are set sine 
by side with the photographs 
of the voices of other sop- 
ranos who have since made 
the experiment, they arc in- 
comparably richer, subtler, 
and more delicate.

rolled the audiometer. 



some apparatus, and, as in 
so many of the episodes with 
which I connect her, there 
was an element of comedy. 

He was short-sighted, and 
stumbled over things. He 
annoyed the footmen and 
fused the lights. He also 
annoyed Mefba herself. 

She had arrayed herself 
for the occasion in a glitter- 
ing tea-gown, and al first was

fades into a diminuendo ihr 
lines on the negative fade 
in sympathy, as though they 
were being very delicately 
deleted by some magic 
eraser. 

About a year after his 
first meeting with her t 
Beverley Nichols was 
token seriously ill. Dur- 
ing his convalescence 
Mefba suggested that he 
should join her in Aus- 
tralia, where she was 
ahoul to present her 
farewell opera season. 
His function was to act 
as a sort of unofficial 
musical am bassador 
between her and the 
other members of a 
large and extremely 
temperamental com- 
pany, As iuch t he 
learned a great deal nut 
only o\ Melba herself 
but of the Mclba "leg- 
end" which had 
gathered round her over 
the years. In the foil fin- 
ing passage — with 
characteristic kumor — 
he sets the record 
straight. 

There are certain letjends 
about her that should he 
scotched once and for all, 
and it is regrettable that 
these seem to be most pre- 
valent among Australians, 
who, one would have 
thought, would bavr wished 
to cheek the facts-

was that she "drank.' ' This 
was freely circulated during 
her lifetime, and even hinted 
at by the gutter Press, and it 
gave her infinite pain. 

The fact thai ft is grotes- 
quely untrue mutt be evi- 



dent to anybody with a grain 
of commonsense. 

Nature had endowed 
Mclba with a physical 
apparatus of incomparable 
delicacy, exquisitely respon- 
sive to the slightest stimulus;

Carles and Paro were at 
che airport lo say goodbye. 

To I hem my predicament 
seemed no problem. Like 
many Mexivam, ihey lived 
for today and worried aboui

They were dimply two 
Mexican boys, dressed as any 
others in Acapulco, in shorts

— I wo typical Mexicans, 
quiet and patient as onjv 
Mexicans can be. friendly, 
proud, and very pat none.

I low much kanguorie 
cosl-** 1 Tm sure he was more 
conrcrned about ihe price of 
a kangaroo than the fact that 
I was almost stranded in a 
foreign country. 

But not even his checrful- 
0053 or Carlo's concern made 
my sleep any more consul- 
ing. 

In three hours a maid 
appeared a I the duOr. Her 
arms were covered by the 
huge platter of melons and 
tortillas she had brought for 
my breakfast- 
Later Carlos explained 



the situation. There was no 
Embassy in Acapulco, and 
all alone with no accom- 
modation or knowledge of 
the Spanish language, i had 
no alternative but to go back 
to Mexico City (280 miles) 
to stay ai his home. 

He would help me to get 
another card for he could 
speak fluent English, having 
studied it in the U.S. 

However, with hi* family, 
there was no room for me in 
their cars, so he bought me 
a ticket on the first available 
transport to Mexico City — 
a local N4fH Will bus, with no 
air-conditioning [the temp- 
erature wai in the high 90s 
and the humidity even 
higher], and appearing ex- 
tremely "lived in," 

[ travelled all the aiter- 
notm and well into the even- 
ing, through the caclus- 
i. uve red mountains, through 
hum b J e villages where 
farmers toiled with the same 
meLQods used in pre- 
CoJumbta times, past the 
Mexican peasants playing 
happily in the sun, some at 
work, carrying l heir babies in 
shaw ls, wnv - ; ng- them next 
to their hearts, , it for this 
reason that the Mexican 
mother never uses a pram.} 

Of course not a soul spoke 
a word of English, and as 
typical Mexicans, all tficy did 
was sing joyously when the 
bus veered to one side at the 
edge of a sleep g railing, with 
a Hat tyre. 

To arrive by night in 
Mexico Ciry (I had already 
spent 5 days there) was 
simply brearhtaktng. 

With its 6^ million people, 



it has the elegance of Pans, 
the lights of f long Kong, the 
traffic of New York, but a 
character that is completely 
Mexican, 

Carlos met me at the 
depot and we hurtled 
through the scurrying traffic 
to his home. 

Most striking 

I can't say what 1 was ex- 
pecting, but I was astounded 
when we stopped at a two- 
storey mansion set amid 
exotir flowering irees and 
shrubs, behind elaborate 
wrought -iron gates. 

I felt strange and ill at 
cane in the company of this 
family, all wiih jet-black 
hair, their sympathetic bruwn 
eyes adding to the inherent 
beauty of their features. 

Of ali races in the world, 
the Mexicans seemed to me 
the most striking, the 
proudest, and the most 
beautiful, 

L was greeted by Carlos' 
mother and sisters and led 
up the winding marble stair- 
rase. I clung to the w rough i- 
iron rails and gazed at my 
bedroom and adjoining bath- 
room. 

Instantly one of the maids 
unpacked my case and folded 
back my bed, while the other 
maid prepared me a cup of 
lemon tea, 

Nejtt morning I was awak- 
ened by Mar^> bringing (he 
towels for my shower before 
breakfast — which I could 
more correctly name as a 
feast or smorgasbord. 

It was quite dirTerent from

the tea. and toast I had been 
used to. 

Silting at this long and 
elegant table I almost forgot 
my s 

In the almost insane traf- 
fic, where no oOt adheres to 
any form of lane but just 
tries hts best to pass the 
vehicle in front of him, we 
eventually found the Austra- 
lian Embassv. 

I Win really d«light«J to 
be greeted with the typical 
"Gooday, hois 1 are ynu?'* 
welcome, and as the Embassy 
rould not help me, 1 was 
sent on to an Australian air- 
line company, where I was 
given an appointment with 
the "right'* man at the 
Mexico City airport, for the 
following morning. 

We returned home for the 
main meal of rite day- about 
3 p.m. 



After p re-dinner cocktails 
we bat down to a noodle 
soup, with tortillas (a type of 
pancake, the flour pounded 
from maize, that the Mexi- 
cans cat like bread) followed 
by a variety of vegetable* 
and "diicharranes" (pieces 
of pork fat fried until 
crisp), chicken and fish, 
spired heavily with herbs arid 
chilli, the sauce being cither 
purr cream or something 
"hotter." 

Fresh melon 

This was followed by a 
variety of sweetbread and 
preserved fruit or fresh 
melon and coffee. 

This meal never takes less 
than an hour, for it is an 
occasion when the family dis- 
cusses I heir business affairs. 

There are usually at least 
two or three guests, but they 



never cause the least bit of 
concern. They may walk in 
at any hour, and the maid 
merely adds another plate m 
the table. 

I spent the remainder of 
ihe afternoon ai the beauty 
shop having my hair washed 
and set — and causing a great 
sensation with my head of 
thick, long, reddish hair. 

For an evening snack, wry 
often omitted in Mexico, we 
had tat'os (strip* of meal or 
chicken wrapped in a lorlilla 
and fried until crisp) and 
lamalcs ( rompaste mixed 
with meal and wrapped in 
the yellow leaf thar encloses 
the head of earn). 

But 1 could not even 
attempt the delicacy of 
pceicd cactus. 

The next morning we took 
a local bus part of the way 
(at my suggestion). You pay 



as you enter and all fares are 
the same — 50 centavos ( three 
Aust. cenU), 

What an experience. 

1 clung to the seat as I tu- 
bus competed with the othrr 
cars. It was like a ra.ee- 
I rar.L. 

We weathered a few bangs 
and bumm, but not an eyelid 
was blinked, for those buses 
have a type of all- round 
bumper bar. 

Next, we haurd a taxi lor 
another section of the* 
journey. 

It was an older type of 
cab, where the driver attracts 
attention hy putting his 
hand, generally clutching a 
wad nf one peso (seven cents 
Aust.) notes, out of the 
window, and indicating with 
his fingers how many places 
he has in the cab, In these 
communal lax is all fares are 
one peso. 

I felt as if 1 bar! done 
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a day* work by the time we 
arrived at the airport. 

The Australian airline dir- 
ected me to another air com- 
pany, where 1 eventually was 
tlivrt* a letter con f irm in«* my 
arrivaJ jn Mexico City. 

My passport had 1*ecn 
stamped in a border town, 
which now had to be rubied. 

Then I had to ^o to 1m- 
uiieraTirm. BecSttlp ihcy only 
bundled direct flights to 
Mexico City, the officer did 
not evt*n utter one word 
when Carlos had explained 
my plight. 

Tie merely nhonk hi* head, 
and eventually directed us 
bark to downtown Mexico 
City In the Government Im- 
migration. 

We waited at the end of a 
rrreat line, and alter numfr- 
ous translations I filled in a 
form for an interview with 
the nfliciaL 

He told us lo gn to au- 
nt her office, and the gentle- 
man there, seeing my flush eel 
fare after climbing three 
flights of slain, said, "Come 
back tomorrow." 

We returned on the fol- 
lowing day to fill in all of 
the form*,, answer all the 
questions and si^n all ihr 
documents. 

With die end in right we. 
idly ambled along the broad 
plazas crowded with faah ion- 
able women in Paris gowns 
alongside Indians in Aztee 
mam Irs. 

Many visitors expect to 
nee the Mexican men snort- 
ing vornbreros, embroidered 
trousers, and cummerbunds* 
but nowadays the cities of 
Mexico arc very cosmopoli- 
tan. 

Historic 

With my friend, and stay- 
ing at a modern and Ameri- 
can-type hotel, I had already 
seen Mexico City a_i every 
other tourist sees il — as an 
historic, richly colorful, and 
truly unique land of eternal 
spring, the Indian-Spanish 
culture side by vide with the 
sleek, modern skyscrapers. 

I had visited the nightclub* 
and University City, a strik- 
ing achievement in modern 
architecture — especially the 
library, elaborately decorated 
with mosaics — the deluxe 
and lavish house* of the 
wealthy, and the 1500 B.C. 
pyramids the magnificent 
Ballet Folklorico de Mexico, 
and the ultra-modern de- 
velopments for the coming 
Olympic Games. 

Seated in the Plaza 
Mexico, the world's largest 
bull ring, I had joined the 
crowd tti roaring "Q\c* as 
the brave matadors risked 
their lives lief ore the on rush- 
ing bulls. 

Wr had even visited the 
unique Xochimilco { the 
name means "land sown 
with flowers* 1 ), and drilled 
down the old canals in 
flower * decorated chalupas 
(punt-like boats), weaving 
among the lush islands, 

An arch of flowers spelts 
out the name of each boat, 
and vendors paddle along 
%ide selling corsages and 
bouquets, foods and d links, 
whilst other boats carry 
musicians' who provide ser- 
enades (for a small fee], 
photographers, and souvenir 
salnmrn. 

Rut it was not the same. 
Now 1 lived as a Mexican. 

I could travel along the 
broad plazas to ancient 
Aztec temples, along traffic- 
jammed streets^ jusi minutes 
away from narrow pack 
trails, 

I could listen to "Los 



Mnnkees" on the radio or ti> 
Carlos playing "Dorufc 
Esia" on his guitar. 

On the Thursday, I n>|, 
lected ihe card and all 
settled. 

But the next plane din u> r 
leave until midnight an Sat- 
urday, xo 1 had two ovate 
beautiful days in Mexico 

The whole family sli ced 
Dty relief and in honor u| 
the occasion, my Mexican 
"'mother" took us out to 
celebrate. 

We drank barrardU .nd 
tequila, and the mari_.hi* 
surrounded our table .nil 
serenaded us with laughter 
and throbbing guitar music 

1 had no office to visir on 
the next day, so 1 ar. tam- 
pan ied Mama, EsirrJia, irii, 
and Chata to the Local uar- 
kei, sampling the ractm 
fruits, the varieties of 
melons, and holding h,wdi 
with our little helper, a liny 
Mexican boy carrying our 
basket that was a! man 
bigger than he was. Ann all 
for one peso. 

It was no wonder that we 
emild not get any seat' fa 
the movies thai day, for 
Mexico is one of ihr >wa 
ii iiwic- minded count tie? 

Mojit of the top EurrtjH-wi 
and U.S. product torn ait 
presented in their original 
language, with Spani&b .,il> 
tities. Film-going ire tally 
costs from 3fi to 40 .am 
(Aust.). 

1 tist cad we visited the 
shops and admired the high 
standard of Mexican crafts* 
nianship beautifully occur- 
ated and glazed err.

But perhaps Mcjueoi 
greatest contribution n 
world art is in mural paint- 
ing.

WHEN 26-yecr-okJ Brisbane architect Desmond Biggs 
designed a house for himself ond his wife, he 
aimed at a low budget without sacrificing aesthetic 
values. The bouse cost $10,000 to build, and he believes 
for this price he could not have done much better. He 
saved money by sub-contracting the work himself. 

The site, at Evert on Park, avertaoking Brisbane and 
its surrounding hi Ns, is rugged and steeply sloping. All 
the trees have been retained and site excavations have 
been minor, carried out firstly to set the house into the 
slope, and secondly to set the house on o concrete stab. 
Simple materials ond colors have been used through- 
out the house; the roof is a flat steel deck with generous 
overhangs of 4ft. to 8ft. where required; walls, both 
inside and out, ore of white-painted brickwork, opd all 
ceilings are of natural timber boarding; oil internal doors 
are timber louvred to help cross ventilation. 

The house is on three levels, with easy rises. There 
are three steps from the living-room to the kitchen- 
dining-room area, by way of a small passageway, and 
tram that level there is one step up to the main bed- 
room. Just inside the house is a low/ white -painted brick 
wall, 5ft, 6in. high ond 12ft. king, which defines the 
different areas. This wall contains a 20in. deep flower- 
box filled with overhangrng plants. Another low wall 
separates kitchen and dining-room from living-room. 

Like many other young couples, the Biggses plan to 
get extra furniture of the kind they want, gradually, but 
have started by spending money on what they consider 
to be essentials — like wall-to-wall carpeting fn the main 
rooms, and curtains for the wide expanses of glass slid- 
ing doors and long windows. 

Mr. Biggs' main abject was to design a house for 
open Irving, but retain a warm, cosy feeling throughout. 
For this reason the living-room has been set on a lower 
level and the carpet has been turned iQtn, up the walls 
to form a pit. There is a beaten copper fireplace set into 
One wall; this wall stops I2in. short of the ceiling, ond 
the gap is filled with uncurtained glass, allowing 
diffused natural light into that part of the living-room.

To me Melba was a 
Voice, The fact that she was 
also a woman is of only sec- 
ondary importance. For that 
voice, and its memory. I have 
fought all my life. 

However, simply because 
the voire was unique, it is 
natural that we should wish 
to have a picture • — a true 
picture — of the woman to 
whom God had given it 

Was she a great woman? 
A brave woman? A generous 
woman? 

Tq only the last of these 
questions, perhaps, need we 
give a negative answer. 

In matters of money Melba 
herself used to boast that 
she was "vena Scotch." From 
time to time, in a moment 



modern prima donnas are 
inclined to make of them- 
selves her tantrums were 
storms in teacups. 

Intellectually, her equip- 
ment was mediocre; she sel- 
dom read anything but 
trash, and even her musical 
taste was second-rate. And 
yet 1 would venture to call 
her great, if only because she 
was so supremely herself. 

She was Melba through 
and through, and it never 
occurred to her to be any- 
one erst 

She may sometimes have 
fooled others, but never for 
an instant did she fool her- 
self. And that, surely, is one 
of the characteristics of 
greatness. 

But when all is said and 
done, it was only the voire 
that mattered, and to me it 
it a maitcT of astonishment 
and regret that in Australia, 
of all places, the memory of 
that voice seems to be dying 
away. 

As far as the Arts are con- 
cerned, Melba's claim to 
nave "put Australia on the 
map** b not so far from the 
truth, And yet, as far as I 
am aware, there is not a 
single monument to her in 
i he whole of the continent. 
There are no Mclba statues, 
no Mclba squares, no Melba 
avenues; as for her old home, 
which one would have 
thought would have been a 
place of pilgrimage, the vast 
majority of Australians could 
not even give it a name. 

This to me seems incom- 
prehensible. And before the 
bst echoes of the incompar- 
able sound which she gave to 
the world have drifted into 
total sitrm-e, 1 pray that 
somebody^ somewhere, will do 
something about it. *

Rambler roses are back- 



as weeping 
standards 

• Grown on a 6ft. stem, Hie 
weeping standard in flower be- 
comes a cascade of bloom. 

FEW gardeners tire of growing 
roses, but they generally have 
an eye for something different. 

They follow the dew ujiroductioni 
in hybrid tea mart, and some take inlet - 
eiC in miniature rosea. Others like ihr 
oM-rrsners, or grow polyanthus roses Tor 
generous splashes of color. 

Back in popularity arc the old-type 
rambling roar*, now grown a* weeping 
standard] rather than over fence, per- 
gola, or around the cottage door. 

Vnrae standards arc extremely grace- 
ful, and become a focal point of the 
garden. Slender arching c&nci weep from

the centra! standard up to 6ft. tall, and 
by the time they are ready to flower a 
shower of glistening foliage _ almost 
touches the ground. In la re jpringj thii 
foliage u hidden by a glorious drape 
of lightly packed blooms. 

Weeping standards make attractive 
lawn specimens or centrepieces for rose-

FlantmR: Plant weeping standard* as 
far other standard roses. Bush roses, 
grafted on to a short piece of ronled 
briar, are planted with the graft at or 
slightly below ground level, but stan- 
dards are grafted to lung briar Canes 
at the point where they branch out. 

So the graft at ground level rule cer- 
tainly cannot apply, but standards should 
be planted with the root B or 9in. below 
the surface, in rontacr with soil leas 
likely to dry out. 

II the root! are only just above clay 
subsoil m much thr better, but if this 
depth takes them down into clay, plant 
a tittle thai lower. 

Standards are top-heavy, so secure a 
smut hardwood slake in the hale before 
planting. Renewing stakes for a Git. 
weeping standard could he difficult, so 
a Length of I in. walerpipe is often used, 
as it is strong and long-lasting. Let it go 
2ft. intn the ground and come an inch or 
so above the graft. 

Stakes arc usually on the northern 
side of the standard, but the pipe would 
be better to the south, partly protected 
from sun by the plant, otherwise it may 
became too hot. Some gardener? fasten 
a strip of wood between pipe and 
standard to insulate against heat. 

After planting, tie the plant firmly to 
its support in several places. Strong wire 
threaded through a piece of plastic hose 
or tubing makes a good tie that won't 
cut into the plant, The tic around the 
stem should be firm but not tight, and 
able to be loosened later if necessary. 

Like other roses, standards can fall 
if roots are allowed to dry out at plant- 
ing time, so have a bucket of water 
nearby where (heir roots can be kept 
while adjustments are made to the hole. 

Soil should be damp but not wet. 
Half fill in around the roots, tamp down 
firmly but gently, then fill the remainder 
with water ind alluw it to drain away 
thoroughly before gently replacing the 
reft of the soil. Don' I tamp or disturb 
while the soil around the roots is wet, 
or it will set hard, restricting roots.

• Has it ever occurred to you that one of the results 
of computers taking over so much of the world's work 
is going to be , . . more dogs? 



TT taasrTl? Well, that's what dog- 
breeders ore predicting. Bad luck 
for dog-haters, but breeders are ex- 
pecting a pod live boom as computer 
use spreads. 

More computer* will mean more leisure 
For people, more leisure for people will 
mean greater absorption in hobbies, more 
time for hobbies will mean a demand for 
moie dogs — and cats and rabbits and 
white mice and cage-birds and goldfish — 
and anything else that can reasonably be 
kept as a pet. 

I don't know what the official figure* arc, 
but as a nation we must be prettv high on 
the list as pct-dcvotccs. In ha icier times, 
when we were Jess affluent as a rocieiy, 
those households that had pets usually had 
a dog that was called "he" and a cat that 
was railed '"she, 1 * and One was supposed to 
keep down burglars aud the other to keep 
down mice. They lived on scrap*, and were 
firmly put out at night. 

Now catering to their needs is an industry 
in itself — ranned foods and dried food*, 
vitamin and mineral supplements electric 
blankets, beauty parlors, jewellery, toys, 
collars, leads. 

To many people — those who think ani- 
mals are all right in their place but that 
their place isn't inside the house hi dtt 
bosom of the family - — this is a scandalous 
situation, a blot on our civilisation, and a 
further proof of our mhuuiiinilv. 

"How can you," they say to some (toting 
cat- lover, *1teep that creature in luxury 
while then: are child rca starving in other 
parts of the world?" Put like that, it's a 
daunting argument, and a horrifying one- I 
wonder if it's iair? 

Gf.net ally speaking, people tela* tike jfctfti 
art people who put a high price on life, mho 
have a tenderness for ait living things. If 
you quote me the exceptions— the ones who 
use Catt and native animals to "blood" dogs, 
who i#H sickly and deformed stock, and 10 
an — / can only say they Ori dollar-lover i, 
and outside tlte Scope of this argument.

NO pel-lover would fee] loo happy 
about putting down that saucer 
of milk if there were a hungry Indian 
child standing by. Nor, 1 suspect, 
would lite how-can- you -keep- lb at- 
cxeaturc-in-ltixuxy person much relish 
his own loaded plaic in the same 
situation. 

Where our humanity and our civilisation 
has failed is in the fact that we can't move 
fond about the world to get it where it** 
most needed. 

At times we have to dutnp wheat and 
fruit, and there's no really effect J vr way of 
getting Tom's daily six ounres of meat into 
a foreign child's stomach. 

The money jpeiit on pets is, in a sense, 
mad money — a little surplus earmarked to 
be spent on pleasure. It's purely a matter of 
individual choice whether yon put it in a 
pet's stomach, on a horse, on your own hack, 
or in a pnlter machine. 

Along with the doom iti pets and pet 
product*, there's a Irrmrridou* in- rrjir of 
interest in Australia now in doft t mining, 
I've been watching a bit of it lately, and if 



has lost its grim and disciplinary sound now 
Tve seen it ni action. 

Dogs are nuts anyway. They like learn- 
ing, they long 10 do wiiat you want them 
to do [unlike cats, which are immovably 
sane at all tunes and don't give a hoot 
about what you wont), 

1 don't know how it ail started — I sup- 
pose with specialists and breeders and show 
cshibimrs — but it has spread way beyond 
that now in all sorts of dog-lovers who know 
that one's own untrained dog is n nuisance 
and anyone else's an abomination. 

There are literally doxem of dog-training 
clubs which operate on Saturday* and 
Sundays all over the country. Sydney has a 
midweek chth and for nil I know midweek

u. til 



Whoever owns the dog, it's 
always Mum's responsibilit y 

THIS seems to be a splendid idea, 
because it gives the mums a go. 
In most househulds where there's a 
dog that everyone loves and no one 
trains, the mums do most of the 
coping. 

They have to keep it off the roads, put 
up with its hysterical harking at the door- 
bell, stop it chewing ihe fatmly's treasured 
possessions', face the gasman when he com- 
plains that it has taken the seat out of Ids 
pant*. 

No matter whose name appears on the 
council registration form, the family dog is 
largely Mum's dug and Mums responsibil- 
ity, but the weekends are so full of sports 
fixtures and family outings thai she ran't do 
much about it. 

Weekday tlnlia, whieh operate when the 
children an. safely at school and she can 
organise so as to rci a couple of hums in 
the open air to herself, arc die obvious 
solution, 

Anyone can leach a dog I o do ail sorts 
of useful things at home where there are 
no dJscrnrrions — to sit, lo lie down, to stay 
in one place until told lo move* 

But l he only way to get a doj< to behave 
decently in pun lie is to train It in public, 
where it learns to ignore distractions, instead 
of turning a dc;if ear to you whenever 
t here's anything interesting going on. 

What's fascinating in watching these 
chides is to sec how quickly dog and owner, 
at opposite ends of ihe same lead, reach a 
new understanding with each other. 

Beginners* classes are full of uncertain 
banrUer* and ^totic-deaf dogs who we so 
inter™ ted in what other dogs arc doing 
that they don't hear a word" their owners 
speak. Look again a fortnight later and the 
penny's dropped — at both ends of the 

IC3d. 

It is wonderful lo see the rapport between 
dogs and owners in the advanced classes. 
The dogs" pleasure in what they're doing is 
obvious, and they take not the faintest not ire 
of anything or anyone eke. 

I like the sideline scenes as well — > the 
picnic lunches, the playing children, the 
babies in playpens. Some of the mothers are 
planning to chip in for a babysitter to watch 
the littliea while classes are going on* 

/ think they'll have an employment 
problem. Most babysit lets, after a couple of 
weeki of watching, will he tempted ta ditch 
the )oh, buy a dog, and join the fun.

WHEN I was twelve, Father took a jsummer^hoiise at 
Powder Hay.
